The following Bill was read a first and second time in the Legislative Council on the 14th May 
}459, and was referred to Select Committee who are to report thereon within six weeks :— 

A Bill to repeal certain Regulations and Acis relating to the Procedure of the Courts of Civid Judicature 
nol established by Royal Charter. 

Whereas by Act VITT of 1859, a Code of Procedure is provided for the Courts of Civil Judica- 
tnre not established by Royal Charter; and whereas it is enacted by Section 
387 of the said Act. that the Act shall come into operation in the Presidency 
of Bengal from the lst day of July 1459, and in the Presidencies of Madras 
and Bombay from the Ist day of January 1560, or from such earlier day as the Local Govern- 
ment in those Presidencies respectively shall fix and shall publicly notify in the Gazette of the 
Presidency three months at least before the datesso fixed, and it is also enacted by Section 
385 of the said Act that the Act shall not take effect in any part of the territories not subject 
to the general Regulations of Bengal, Madras, and Bombay, until the same shall be extended thereto 
by the Governor General of India in Council, or by the Lccal Government to which such tern- 
tory is subordinate, and notified in the Gazette: and whereas if is expedient to repeal in the manner 
hereinafter provided certain Regulations aud Acts and parts of Regulations and Acts relating to the 
Procedure of the said Courts ; it is enacted as follows :— ; 

I. Except so far as they repeu} the whole or any part of any other Regulation or Act, the several 
Regulations and Acts and parts of Regulations and Acts set forth in the Schedule 
hereto, are und shall be hereby and in the manner and from the several times 
hereinafter mentioned repealed to the extent to which they are im the said 
Schedule expressed to be repealed, that is to say— ; 

So far as they relate to the Presidency of Bengal, from the Ist day of July 1859. 

So far as they relate to the Presidencies of Madras and Bombay trom the Ist day of January 
1860, or from ak earlier day as the Local Government in those Presidencies respectively shall fix 
and shall publicly notify in the Gazette pursuant to the provisions of the suid Section 387. 

And so fur as they relate to any part of the territories uot subject to the general Regulations of 
Bengal, Madras, and Bombay, from the tine when the said Act shall be extended thereto by the Go- 
vernor General of India in Council, or by the Local Goverument to which such territory is subordinate, 
and notified in the Gazette.
